The  following  tables  give  estimates  of  the  indi- 
vidual expense  items  or  groups  of  items  underlying  those 
totals  —  the  same  details  regularly  published  for  the 
United  States  in  The  Farm  Income  Situation,  Although 
the  estimates  incorporate  the  best  information  and 
methods  now  available,  some  gaps  still  exist. 

Surveys  of  farmers'  expenditures  to  be  conducted 
in  early  1956  and  further  research  will  add  to  the 
reliability  of  these  estimates  in  the  future. 

The  detailed  estimates  should  be  useful  in  State 
and  regional  analyses,  and  they  are  made  available  for 
that  purpose.
